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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: See previous action. Applicant's argument that 
there is no reason to combine the TANAKA and SIRVEN (Remarks pg. 7 para. 5) is not persuasive. As stated earlier the relief valve in 
SIRVEN would allow the tensioner in TANAKA to be compressed quickly under a large force to prevent damage to itself or the belt drive 
system in the case of a belt drive malfunction. Applicant's argument that the valve in SIRVEN does not perform the stated function 
(Remarks pg 7 para. 6) is not persuasive. Depending on the setting of the valve (41) in SIRVEN, it can act as a relief valve which allows 
the shock absorber to be compressed quickly under a large load since the spring holding the valve shut can be adjusted to require a large 
load to open it. When there are small loads the shock absorber in TANAKA does not open the valve and the piston moves up and down by 
allowing oil to flow through the gap located between the outside of the piston and the inside of the cylinder walls . 
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
